menwho have quit return to work before 
Tuesday next their places will be filled by 
new men. The railroads have evidentiy de- 
termined on decisive action is proven by 
their giving one man jurisdiction over the 
whole local situation.

Bland Has Not Relinquished the 
Seigniorage Bill Fight. 


Next Tuesday He Will Move Its Pas- 
sage Despite the Veto. 


HE RECEIVES LITTLE EXCOURAGEMENT 
FROM OTHER SILVEB MER. 


Ther Appreciate the Folly of Such an 
Attempt end Are More in Favor ofan 
Out-and-Out Free Cotnege Struggle 
Proposition for the Formation of a New 
Political Party—What Leaders Say. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 81.—Mr. Bland 
has given notice that he will attempt on 
Tuesday next to pase the seigniorage Dill 
over the President's veto, but be is receiving 
little encogragement from even the silver 
men, who appreciate the folly of such a move 
and are more in favor of inaugurating an 
out and out free coinage fight. 

Mr. Bland himself is convinced that the 
President's veto cannot be overridden, but 
he is determined to force a vote, if possible, 
asa protest against the President's action. 
The friends of the Administration will prob- 
ably make a strong effort to defeat the silver 
leader’s plan, and a long flibustering fight 
may be provoked. 

The anti-silver leaders know full well that 
the bill would fall far short of the necessary 
number to pass it over the veto, Dut they do 
not intend that Mr. Bland shall get any op- 
portanity to attack the President. The sil- 
ver people polled their full strength when 
the seigniorage Dill was passed, and then 
only 167 Democrats voted in its favor. As it 
requires a two-third vote to pass the meas- 
ure over the veto, the silver men would not 
succeed in getting within thirty or forty | 
votes of the requisite number. 

It is not the fear that the bil) might ve 
passed over the veto that is disturbing the 
anti-silver leaders. It is the prospect of a 
free coilnage tight. Mr. Cleveland was told 
that if the selgniorage bill was not 
signed thata free coinage measure would 
certainly be reported by the Coinage Com- 
mittee, of which Mr, Band is Chairman; and 
it is now believed that if Mr. Bland succeeds 
in getting the right of way in the Howse he 
will spring such a bill. The fact that a free 
coinage amendment to the repeal bill was 
defeated by a majority of more than sixty 
does not offer any criterion of what the vote 
would be on such a measure if brought up at 
this ttme, 

Ie silver men declare that a free coinage 
Dll can be passed in the House by a majority 
of forty, but this is Gisputed by the anti-sil- 
ver leaders, who have made a canvass of the 
House. 

A majority of the Southern Democratic 
Representatives who in the past have sup - 
ported all sHiver jegislation are not in sym- 
pathy with Bland’s move, and they are 
Ukely to turn their support in another direc- 
tion, as they now realize that the President 
will approve of po Dill which involves any 
further recognition of stiver. The Texas 
Democrats still cling to the silver hobby, as 
the Constitution fof that State forbids the 
establishment of State banks. As the 
other Southern States have no such 
constitutional injunction, the Representa- 
tives are more disposed to make a fight 
for State bank circulation than to support 
any more silver bills.

ANARCHIST MADEESS. 

No theory save that of madness will ex- 
plain the éfictifities of men like Ban to, 
Vaillant and Henrl. Their work is delib- 
erate and carefully planned, but it does 
not procéed from any rational purpose, nor 
from any motive which can possibly com- 
mend itself to a sane man. They work cun- 
ningly and surely from a crasy Impulse 
and their conclusion in murder is in per- 
fect harmony with their premise, Their 
constancy of purpose and perfect equa- 
nimity in the presence of death would in 
sane men bea proof of the highest hero- 
ism, but in them only confirms the belief 
that they are hopeless lunatics. 

This insanity, this murder mania, is the 
product of the nineteenth century, par- 
ticularly the latter half of it. No other 
age can show anything like it. There are 
men trembling on the borderland of 
sanity who need only a push to send them 
over into the regions of topay-turvydom. 
Whether or not this insanity is the product 
of the social discontent pervading the world 
or springs from the nervous tension of « 
too strenuous lite, is unknown, but that 
it proceeds ffom some widespread cause 
affecting the whole body of humanity 
seems to admit of no question. The stress 
of civilization is too much for the weaker 
individuals, and they are being weeded 
out by suicide, which is increasing with 
appalling rapidity, or by the more hideous 
path of madness. 

It is the most interesting psychological 
problem of the age. So far it has been 
dealt with only in its visible effects as it 
appears in anarchistic outbreaks or assas- 
inations by cranks like Guiteau aud Pren- 
dergast. But no one has ever given the 
slightest clew leading to the cause. 
Until the nature of the conditions which 
produce such monstrous growths is un- 
derstood we can only go on cutting off the 
heads of the hydra as they appear, fight- 
ing in the dark against an unknown en- 


remy.

A MAXIM OF CROMWELL’S. 

Not long age an Baglish magazine, 
Leisure Hour, oflered prizes for the most 
popular sayings illustrating historical 
évents, the result showing that among its 
readers the larger number selected the 
Saying attributed to Olivér Cromwell, 
Put your trust in God, but keep your 
powder dry. 

The fact is notable, though a single 
word, the disjunctive but,“ in the say- 
ing itself is more notable still. 

Buppose Cromwell had said Put your 
trust in God and keep your powder dry!” 
would he have correctly represented the 
general mind as he did tnterposing ‘‘but’’ 
between the power of faith and the need 
of dry powder? 

It is not at all likely. The whole pith 
of the saying isin the but!“ With dry 
powder, the average man is willing to 
back his opinions, religious and other- 
wise, but if his powder is wet, he trusts 
more to his lege than to the protecting 
care of providence or the soundness of his 
principles. Few men knew more human 
nature than Cromwell and he showed it in 
his use of the disjunctive. 

Perhaps the time may come when men 
Will mean more of what they profess than 
they did in Cromwell’s time. When it 
does come it will not seem absurd as it did 
to him and as it does now to most of us to 
trust providence with wet powder. 

Cromwell was perhaps as religious « 
man as lived in his century or as has lived 
since, but how overshadowing is the men- 
tal reservation in bis But. Europe il- 
lustrates the same state of mind by keep- 
ing three and a quarter million men under 
arms on its peace footing,’’ and by at- 
tempting to hoard’ away all the gold in 
the world in ita war Ghests.’’ Ite reser- 
vation is even thorg sll-embracing than 
Cromwell’s. We calf the Caucasian worid 
*'Onristendom,”’ But one or two ot its 
leading countries spend more for dry pow- 
der than all heathendom, nor is there any 
immediate prospect of a change, under 
which Cromwelil’s maxim will be dis- 
credited. 
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THE INCREASE OF WEALTH. 


According to a recent estimate, the per 
capita wealth of England is $1,126; of 
France §1,102, and of the United States 
$1,020. It is said correctly that these fig- 
ures représent a great increase over the 
wealth of the last century or any century 
preceding it. 

It is often asserted by pessimists or in 
the heat of political debate that the rich 
are growing richer and the poor poorer, 
but history does not bear out the asser- 
tion. 

Both the rich and poor are growing 
rioher, This is certain. The question of 
proportion, however, is quite another 
thing. 5 

As a consequence of laboring- saving in- 
ventions and of the many improvements 
resulting from civilized methods of free 
co-operation, the poor considering as in 
thie class all who live by their labor in- 
stead of on returns from capital, are bet- 
ter off now than ever before in history. 
Not only is the ownership of labor by 
capital abolished throughout the Cauca-| 
sian world, but the laborer gets a larger 
wageand gets more in exchangefor it 
than ever before. 

On the other hand, capital gets enor- 
mously more from labor than ever before. 
The part of the usufruct of invention 
which inures to capital unearned, is out of 
all proportion to the unearned increment 
from the labor of the past which accrues 
to the worker whose only capital is his 
brain or his muscle. 

So clear is this that everyone who 
„makes money“ at all learns at the start 
that the only way to success is to capital- 
ize—that is, to make money earn money. 

The evils of the centralization of capital

Reply of the Secretary of Agriculture to 
the House Resolution. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 30.—Seéretary of 
Agriculture Morton, in reply to the House 
resolution of inquiry, has prepared to report 
on the work of the ‘Special Agricultural 
Agents’’ during the last Republican Admin- 
istration. His description of the labers per- 
formed by Mr. J. H. Sanders of Illinois, who 
was commissioned at $13.50 a day to pro 
ceed to such places in Great Britain 
AS he might think necessary for 
him to visit, and charge all his ex- 
penses to the Government’’ illustrated how 
the special agents’ snap was successfully 


worked by representatives. Sanders’ rec- 
ord while abroad, the perils to which he was 
exposed and the mental efforts his eommis- 
sion involved, together was remarkable. 
Bills of expenses are strongly suggestive of 
farce-comedy. Von Quixote’s ex 
rience in fighting the windmill Us 
was not a circumstancs to 
Gangers which Sanders encountered on his 
mission to secure the admission of America n 
cattle into Great Britain. Secretary Morton, 
while losing sicht ot the extravangances of 
the special agent’’ feature of his depart 
ment, das not ouerlooked thehumorin Sanders 
case. The Secretary introduces his official 
narrativeas follows: 

The perils and sacrifices of Mr, Sanders 
in behalf of the American stock ralsers, and 
to promote the sales of American cattle in 
Great Britain, are only faintly suggested by 
his rendered ‘sccount, hereunto appended, 
and by the letters from Dr. Wray and others 
relative to his labors, exposures and bard- 
ships under his commission while he repre- 
sented the great agricultural and stock- 
raising interests of the United States 

The aggregate 

Sanders, as shown by 

itemized account, as a sample of the 
expense accounts of special agents in gen- 
eral are $4,134. The reports of success of Mr. 
Sanders in advancing the interests of Ameri- 
can cattle feeders in Great Britain, have 
never been published. Their character and 
value may probably be determined, approx!- 
mately atleast, in the appended letters of 
Dr. Wray, a veterinary surgeon, who was 
then, and is yet, the agent of this Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in London, to whom are 
Intrusted the expert interest of the pro- 
ducers ofthe United States in that city and 
the Kingdom of Great Britain. 

**Should increaulity reqyire farther evi- 
dence as tothe danger which Mr. Sanders 
incurred asa promoter of consumption of 
American beefin Kurope it may be found in 

a letter of his addressed to United States 
Consul King at Paris, wherein he says: I am 
liable to be kidnapped and thrown into a 

rivate mad-house.’ This suggests the pit- 

alis, perils, troubles, dangers, inconven- 
lences and calamities which are involved by 
the enemies of American meat for 
the puntsument of the special agents 
of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, who endeavor to create an 
appetite for that edible in England.

Gus Matfied, the 16-year-old boy who was 
shot oy Officer Dundon, isin far better con 
dition this morning than he was — taken 
to the hospital yesterday. 

It Was buta matter of an instant to take 
the bail out, Dut the rest was rather more 
serious. His stomach was filling up with 
blood and the lad was absolutely pulseless. 
The abdominal cavity was opened, the hem- 
orrbage stopped and the stomach cleaned 
out. Then the boy began to rally. 

About 4o’clock yesterday morning Officer 
Dundon of the Central District shot Matfeld, 
whohad in die possession a box of cigars 
whigh had with others, it is claimed, 
been taken but .. «a short time 
dolore from the saloon of Edward 
Doyle on the northeast corner of Twelfth and 
Market streets. 

Shortly before 4 o'clock, as Officer Dundon 
was patrolling his beat, he met Matfield at 
the corner of Seventh and Market streets 
with a package on his person whichhe was 
very evidently trying to conceal. 

Dundor having special orders to stop all 
suspicious characters who are about in the 
early hours, stopped Matfield and pulled 
from under his arm the parcel,which proved 
tobe a box of cigars. Upon being ques- 
tioned as to how he got them and what 
he proposed to do with them, the 
lad sahil he had obtained them from 
a cigar-maker on Jefferson avenue and was 
on his way to deliver them to his father, who 
he said, worked inthe Gilobe-Democrat office. 

THE FATAL SHOT. 

Not putting much faith in Matfield’s story, 
Dundon said: Come along, then, and we 
will go to the Gilobe-Democrat office and see 
your father. 

The boy went along without protest until 
Seventh and Pine streets was reached, when 
he made a break for liberty, Dundon states. 
The officer being a heavy man and the boy a 
light-weight, Matflela gota good start down 
Seventh, toward Chestnut street. Dundon 
followed, but the boy gained on him until he 

Market street, 
turoed u toward 
the meantime Dundon 
twice into the air, he states. As he turned 
Market street the fugitive was halfway u 
toward Eighth street, Dundon claims he fir 
into the alr again and then stumbied, and as 
he fell the pistol was Gischarged. At the 
same instant Matfleld staggered and fell to 
the ground. Dundon ran up to him and 
Picked him up and carried him into a drug 
store, where an ambulance was called. 
When taken to the Dis nsary it was found 
that he had been shot in the back near the 
spinal column. Penetratiog through the 
liver, the bullet was found lodged in the 
breast just under the skin. 

In the meantime the cigars were identified 
by a barkeeper named Smith, employed at 
Doyie’s saloon, they 
were a part from 
the place before the arrest was made. Later 
Doyle, the proprietor of the saloon, also 
called at the Four Courts and identified the 
Cigars found on Mat®eld as having been 
taken from his saloon. 

The wounded boy appeared to be In a serious 
condition When — reached the hospital, aud 
the physicians thought that there was little 
hope for his recovery. 

ONLY 14 TEARS OLD. 

The boy is but 14 years old, and has for 
some years past been taken care of by his 
aunt, Mrs. Henry Tucker, and her husband, 
Wo is an honest, hard-working mechanic, 
living in a pleasant littie home at 1118 South 
2 street. Mr. Tucker said last 
night: 

The boy was in an orphan asylum when 
my wife took him out aad tried to bring him 
up right. His mother was dead and his 
father was worse than dead. We did every- 
thing we could for the boy, but he was just 
naturally bad. We sent him tothe House of 
Refuge for three months, but he got around 

wife and made all sorts of promises, 
ich he never for an instant intended to 
— and got out of the House of Refuge. 
Since then we have had er but trouble 
with him. He would not go to school and 
when be pretended to work he never brought 
home any money. gave him a 
watch and chain, which he pawned 
for 50 cents, and then he declared he had 
been robbed of it. Fora boy of his age he 
knows more erookedness than any boy i ever 
saw in my life.*’

Yoxnouama, June 19.—A circus and negro 
minstrel show combined—that is the best 
description of the now happily defunct 
Legisiature. Our own statesmen at Wash- 
ington sometimes forget themselvesin the 
heat ofa Giscussion, but the free and easy 
representative of a new Western district 
who imagines that he has a complete ana 
choice vocabulary of vituperation at the tip 
of his tongue can come and take lessons 
from the honorable members of the late Diet. 

Of course the Cabinet advised dissolution, 
and, of course, this advice was acted upon. 
The Ministers had stood about as much as 
human nature can stand, and when the 
Chamber voted with an overwhelming ma- 
jority an address of non-confidence to the 
Emperor the curt reply was: ‘‘I have noth. 
ing to answer;’’ and this was followed by a 
polite but emphatic ‘‘Get out!’’ 

Ah, if our Presidents did but possess thi® 
precious right of dissolution, how soft and 
smooth would be their path! In the mean- 
while the Government here has demon- 
strated its strong belief in itself by two dis- 
solutions, and the natives ought -to be con- 
vinced by this time that the Oabinet feels 
that if the voters don’t Men they can 
lamp it. 

But joking apart, it isa biessing for this 
country that there isastrong government. 
Count Ito, the Prime Minister, is a well- 
informed, progressive man. Aslongas he 
is at the helm we foreigners feel safe. Count 
Saigo, the Minister of the Navy, is an honest 


and universally respected man. 

T. Saigo was born halla century ago a re- 
tainer of the Lord of Satsuma. His elder 
brother, whose tragic death is still deplores. 
Saigo Takemori, was one of the most influ; 
tential men of that powerful clan. The 
Tokugawa family, still holding the position 
of Sel-tai-Shogun (barbarian compellin 
general—whom we called Tycoon), was sen 
in the fullness of power. Japan was in the 
ty days of feudalism.

SIXTEEN UNFORTUNATES FOUND.

The thoreased number of bodies taken from 
the river during the last two months and the 
fact that in most of the cases the fate of the 
deceased is unknown would seem to indicate 
that suicide by drowning is on the incrense. 
This may ‘be a fact but it is not generally be- 
lieved. 

The Coroner’s records show that there are 
alwaysmore bodies taken from the river 
dur the warm months than at any other 
time of the year. There are two facts which 
seem to account for it. In the first place, 
the river is more frequented during warm 
weather than at othe? seasons. Boating Is 
carried on and persons o in bathing. 
Thea, also, bodies of persons drowned 
during the winter months in the 
upper rivers may remain under the ice until 
spring. ‘When the ice breaks up the bodies 
fidat dow the river aud are picked up be- 
low. The fact that some of the bodies taken 
from the river during the past two months 
had been Ih the water so long that they 
could not be identified would seem to bear 
out this theory. 

The fect that withone exception all of the 
bodies taken from thd river are those of 
males would seem to Indicate that the in- 
creased mortality by drowning during the 
summer months is because the river is more 
frequented dy males, either for the purpose 
of bathing or earning their living. The fol- 
lowing is an accoumt of the vodies taken 
from the Father of Waters during the past 
two months:

The 
Post-Disratcu undertook to convince Mr. 
Ziegenhetn of the facts. 


Hie would not hear to it. 
He declined to permit any one to see the 


books of his office when it was proposed to 
show him the dishonesty. 


As a result the Collector and his chief dop- 


aties are before the courts.

The total revenue for licenses for the year 


1889 was $1,529,459.08—for 1898, 61.338, 418. 68 
—an increase of 868,956.60. 


This represents the growth of st. Louis as 


shown by all lines of business and profes- 
sions taxed—according to the City Collector’s 
books. 


Within the game period the revenue from 


the water collections has increased from 
$952,689.25 to $1,235,933.30—an increase 
of over a quarter of a million dollars. 


Within the same period the annual tax re- 


ceipts have increased from §2,.975,826.64 to 
3.409, 1246. 37 -n increase of more than half a 
million dollars. 


Within the same period the taxable 
values of st. Louls have increased from 
$227.638,600 in 1889 to $280,522,170 in 1892 
—a total of nearly fsty-three millions, which by 
thie year's assessments will be brought well up to- 


wards one hundred millions. 


In 1889 the street railways paid into the 
Gollector’s office $16,311.88. In 1893 they 
paid into the collector $17,508.38—an in- 
crease of a little over $1,000, and yet in this 
time st. Louis has gone tothe front rank of 
the cities of the world for street car trans- 
portation systems. While the books of Czar 
Ziegenhein show only an increase of 61,187 
in license revenues from street cars, the ro- 
terns to the City Register, popularly de- 
lieved tobe untrue and below the real fig- 
ures, show thatin 1889 the passenger traffic 
was 58,915,169 aga in 1892 was 01,685,555, 
and at this date probably doubled in 1804. 

DRAM-SHOP LICENSES. 


In the first year of the Excise Commission 
over 61,100,000 was collected for dramshop 
licenses—-$150,000 more than was collected 
by Collector Ziegenhein during the previous 
year when there. were nearly 800 saloons more 
running in 6t. Louis than there were in op- 
eration after June 21, 1893. 

Where dia all this revetiue go? 


The Post-Disratcn claimed that there 
were many saloons operating without 
licenses while competitors who did not stand 
in were obliged to pay licenses. A canvass by 
Post-DisPaTCu reporters justified the claim 
and gave to the Excise Commissioner the 
idea of having the police make a canvass. 
This was Gone and nearly 800 saloons were 
found without licenses and many who had 
never given up more than a fraction of the 
legal amount were in possession of licenses. 


The combined increase of income from 
merchants and manufacturers shown by 
Collector Ziegenhein in 1893 over 1890 was less 
than $19,000 and yet during the same period

aid to Have Made Over $1,000,000 in 
Real Batate Speculations Along the 
Route—Bad Options on the Property 
Before the Bill Was Introduced iu the 
Assembly — Arranged With August 
Gehner to Place the Bonds and Then 
Used the Agreement to Foros Soullin 
to Buy Them Out—Co!.

The $800.000 which John Soullin is reported 
to have paid for the Grand Avenue Raliroad 
franchise does not begin to represent the 
profits of some of the respected citizens who 
are mixed up in this deal. A conservative 
estimate of the profits places the amount 
close to $1,000,000, and those who have taken 
the trouble to probe deep into the scheme 
say that even this high figure may be greatly 
exceeded. 

The men who originated the scheme of con- 
necting North and South St. Louis with @ 
street car line on Grand avenue have pre- 
tended from the deginnintg that their efforts 
in this direction were prompted only 
by a desire to benefit the city 
and to improve property in the 
western and southwestern limits. The 
burden of their song before the Municipal 
Assembly was that the coustruction of such 
a line weuld afford quicker communication 
between the North and South Ends, and 
would not only enable childden in Caronde- 
let tu attend the High School, but would fa- 
cilitate travel between South St. Louis and 
the Fair Grounds and Forest Park. This was 
a strong argument, and coming from some 
of the wealthiest and most influential 
men in the city, it auickly 
won over a majority of members, 
and when this forceful argument was backed 
up with positive pledges that the men who 
were asking for the franchise would d- 
.Seribe the necessary funds, bund, equip 
operate the road themselves and manage 
independently of any existing corporation, 
the ordinAnce granting the franchise was 
anhesitatingly voted for.

Fighting for the 40 Per Cent 22. 
Senate Committee Allowance, 


Figures Presented That Show No Spe- 
clal Protection to Reflners.

The Refining Margin—Dutehand British 
Granulated Standards—The Werld’s 
Marxet fer Cane Sugar—German Re-

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—The Sugar 
Trust, now that it has yielded to popular in- 
Gignation and abandoned its intention of 
having the Gorman schedule go into éffect 
Jan. 1, 18%, intends tofight toot u ana nail for 
the 40 per cent duty the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee has allowed. 

The trust and its Gefenders have produced 
some remarkable figures professing to show 
that In the 40 per cent item thereis actually 
no special protection forthe refiners. The 
mystifying calculation of discounts, allow- 
ances, etc., results in a claim seriously made 
that the valuation of the raw sugar sufficient 
to make a pound of refined sugar, which, 
since {tis admitted that the only bounty to 
German refiners, those whose product is 
made the basis of calculations, is less than 
6% cents net per 100 pounds, is tantamount to 
an assertion that the margin for refining 
a broad is practically nothing, while there is 
something over $1 per 100 pounds. 

THE REFINING MARGIN. 

Any one who believes the refining business 
requires a margin of over a cent a pound 
here, when it can be done elsewhere in 
smaller and poorer refineries for practically 
nothing, is welcome to believe anything he 
pleases. But it may be well to note, frst 
that the Germano granulated is as nearly as 
may de a fourth ofacent poorer in quality 
than our own, and that Dutch er British 
granulated should be taken as a standard of 
comparison, also that cane sugar supply is 
the main basie of United States refining, 
nearly one-half the world’s produet ion, from 
Ouba, United States and Hawall being prac 
tically “monopolized by us, while we com- 
pete on even terms for Java, Brazilian, 


| Demerara, and other cane sugars, so that 


the world’s market for cane sugars is fixed 
dy us and we use use beet sugars only when 
a special chance occurs for buying them at 
very lowrates. Alsotbat no considerable 
additional quality of cane sugar can de pro- 
cured by Germany or Ex iand unless at 
prices higher than United States prices; also 
thatthe attempt to securein Europe even 
the one-tenth part of oerrefined sugar con- 
sumption would greatly raise the foreign 
price of refined sugar. Compared with our 
refineries, there is not a single good-sized or 
qconomically working one in Europe. 
GERMAN REFINERIES. 

The total capacity of the German refineries 
could not be increased for years to come so 
as to apply to any large pro 
portion of our consumption. The 
protection which the trust re- 
celves by the 40 per cent duty on all sugars is 
not determined by conditions at any one 
point elsewhere, but obviously amounts to 4 
per cent of the difference between qur aver- 
age custom-house valuation of the average 


| raw sugar used here, wherever procured, 


sufficient to make a pound of refined, and our 
valuation per pound of refined sugars equiv- 
alent to our own, wherever procured. It is 


obvious this, and this alone, determines how 
much the extra bonus that the American re- 
finer can charge on his own refined sugar ex- 
ceeds the extra costtohim of his own raw 
sugars, this excess constituting his net pro- 
tection. As it is explained, under any 
roper conditions, this 16 between 
and %& a cent a pound, more 
nearly the lesser figur though 
any attempt to market German refined 
sugar here in sufficient quantity to meet any 
material part of our demand would so raise 
the price as to make the larger figure a mod- 
erate one. The trusts, however. would 
probably prevent this, even at the expense 
of somewhat lowering its own price, so that 
ot a cent may be considered in ordinary 
circumstaneesa fair, though perhaps too 
moderate estimate of the protection given 
the trust by the German schedule, including 
the net discrimination under tne 40 per cent 
item, and the % and 1-10 additional.

VOYAGE OF THE VIGILANT. 


Most Remarkeble Ever Made by a Yacht 
Acroeas the Ocean. 


| Govrock, Scotland, Jone 30.—The voyage 
of the American yacht Vigilant from Sandy 
Hook to Gourock was undoubtedly the most 
remarkable trip ever made by a yacht across 
the ocean in many a day. Her time has been 
seldom equaled and was much quicker than 
it was hoped she would make. Although the 
weather was not sufficient)y rough to put her 


qualities asa seaboat toa severe test, still 
it was enough to prove to the satisfaction of 
all on board that she could if properly han- 
died, weather any gale. It is true that she 
was favored by wind and weather from start 
to finish, there being but two days that she 
was close hauled, and only two tacks were 
made in sailing the 3,000 miles. The steamer 
course is 2,905 miles. The distance salled by 
the Vigflant was 2,983 miles, or twenty. 
eight miles more than a straight line. The 
prevailing winds were southerly varying to 
southwest. It was expected that the south- 
west winds would give out after the banks 
were passed and northerly winds encoun-

tc, The package wasehipped by the Pacific 
— 1 Co,, and extra precautions are 

en to notify the prospective agent that no 
matter must be sent by mall. 

All of the tickets are for the drawing which 
will take place at Puerto Cortez, Hondaras, 
on July 10 next. 

The winning ticket which is to secure 
$8,000 is numbered 59,942, and the others run 
irom 4,25) to 80,117. 

It will be seen from the letter that Mr. 
Droz is to remit $100 by July 7 or the numbers 
of these 115 tickets and the prize winners 
will be canceled. As r. Drog. states that 
he is notan investor in lottery tickets and 
Goes not propose to de caught in such a

Gerived from electric lighting he speaks as 
follows: 

„One advantage which electric arc lights 
have, on several occasions, been pointed out 
to possess over all other means of illumi na- 
tion is that they give a very large proportion 
of chemical rays and, accordingly, 
closely simulate the e fects of sunlight. 
Dark rooms, cellars and other places into 
which sunlight toes not come, and which 
are usually unhealthful, may, therefore, be 
expected to become quite as desirabie from a 
purely sanitary nt of View, and to be as 
easily p from foulness when arc 
lights are used them at rooms to which 
sanlight has free access. In dark stores and 
other establishments the introdaction of arc 
lights comms, consequently to have a decide 
beneficial effect upon the health of employes, 
and should relieve them to a considerable ex- 
tent from the attacks of diseases produced by 
want of sunlight. A practical demonstra: 
tion of this power of the are light can rea lr 
be obtained by remaining fora short time in 
close proximity toa large light, when it will 
be found that all the effects of sunburn will 
be produced.

THE KNOT AND ine for the current 

THE MILE. month points out the dif- 

ference which exists de- 

tween measurements of distances on land 

and on water. The knot and the mile are not 

the same thing, though the contrary Dselief is 

more current than many people suppose. He 
says: 

**One of the things which it seems dificult 
for the public mind to grasp is that there is a 
decided difference between the Knot and the 
mile. Itis certainly about time to have it 
thoroughiy understood tbat thetwo are not 
the same thing. It seems easy enough to re- 
member that a mile is only about 87 per cent 
of « Knot, the tter being ap- 
proximately 6.082 feet in length, while the 
statute mile measures 5,280 feet. three 
and one-haif miles are equal within a 
small fraction, to three nots. * The res ult of 
this difference, of course, is that the s peed 
ofa vessel in miles per hour is always con- 
siderably larger than when stated in knots, 
and the confusion of the terms sometimes 
gives rise to rather remarkable claims of 
„ performance. When a twenty-knot 
ship, for examples, is liahtly mentioned, it 
should be remembered thai this really means 
over twenty-three miles; similarly, with 
higher figures, which are @ften gli¥ly enough 
stated, thé difference between the terms is 
worth bearin«g in mind. It will help to guard 
against the forming of ridiculous estimates 
of a vessel's capabiilties.’’ 


Mr. John r. Hume, 
writing under the cap- 
tlon Our Family Skele- 
ton in the North Ameri- 
cn Calls attention to the repudiated debts of 
several Soutbern States. To {this he attrib- 
utes the slow growth of these States which 
cannot overcome theevil name which they 
have got among investors.

Missouri, which pays her debts, with Arkan- 
sas, which has repudiated. The State of Mis- 
souri, at the close of the civil war, found 
Stself very heavily indebted, besides having 
its taxable resources fearfully reduced. It 
had imprudently lent its credit to railroad 
compaaies before the war, and much unpaid 
interest had accumulated. But, instead of 
repudiating the debt in whole or part, Mis- 
souril went bravely to work to resume pay- 
ment in fall, and soon had its credit re- 
established. Adjoining ‘issouri is Arkansas, 
which tound itself in much the same condi- 
tion. But. instead of studying how to pay 
its debts, Arkansas began to study how not 
to pay them, and woand up dy so amending 
its constitution as to repudiate the greater 
portion. Not only are Missouri’s state od - 
gations to-day above par, while those of 
Arkansas are down towards Zero, Dut mani- 
cipal and other corporate debentures created

‘the ounce, or snow leopard, is one of the 
rarest and most beautiful animals of the 
feline family.. The London Zoological Gar- 
dens have just secured one of these animals. 
It was one of the few interesting beasts lack- 


ing tn the wonderful London collection. 

The snow leopard inbaDits the mountainous 
districts of Oentrai Asia, one of the most in- 
accessible and least explored parts of the 
globe, The fine animal now at the gardens 
came from the Western Himalayas. He was 
captured when young by the retainers cf 
Thakir Debi Chand, Chieftain of Gundla, tn 
Lahanla, and sent as a present to Mrs. »*ac- 
Kay ot Kuliu, she brought him up as a 
household pet, and this year presented him 
to the Zoological Gardens. He is now 6 feet 


ong. 

The snow leopard has markings similar to 
the ordinary leopard, but the fur on the 
stomach and chest ts entirely white. in the 
other piaces, where the fur of the ordinary 
leopard is yellow, it Is nearly white in the 
snow leopard. The fur is very long ana 
silky. The animal its also adorned witha 
tall of great ienath and beauty. 

The white leopard is indeea a dandy 
among leopards. ‘ihe expression of his 
maynificent eyes shows that he appreciates 
his own physical qualities. He puts forth 
proudly his fine white chest with Its long, 
wavy hair, and he carries his tall withas 
much grace as a well-built young woman tho 
train of her Dall dress. 

He is strung and swift and an excellent 
sportsman in his native places. But, in spite 
of his musculac -trenyth, ne is very delicate. 
tie only thrives in mountain air. The el 
mate of the Indian seaports has invariably 
been fatal to those specimens brought there 
for shipment to Europe. 

Ihe snow leoparddives dy preference at a 
height of 9,000 feet on the borders of the 
snows in the Himalayas and Thibet. He 
catches and eats wild sheep and coats.

With the exception of surgery. dentistry 
has made more progress in the last fifteen 
years than any of the sciences by which man 
physically benefits, Sy the use of an electric 
light in connection with the little mirror in - 
trodued into the moathn, the teeth and alve- 
olar processes are brilliantly numinated and 
rendered transiucent. Thus anything wrong 
about the teeth may be quickly. discovered. 
Perhaps the dead tooth may be hidden in the 
jaw, never having been erupted, and may 
have beenthe obscure cause of the trouble 


foryears. The light reveals it at once. 
Facial neuralgia, by the way, is nearly al- 
way due toa dead tooth. 

Electricity is most valuable asa motive 
power for tooth- boring tools, which, strange 
to say, cause less pain the faster they 30. 
Most people now grown up can recall the ex- 
cruciating pein caused by the excavating in- 
strument which the dentist ofa generation 
ago slowly revolved between his fingers. The 
**burrs’’ now made for such work are much 
finer than they were halfa dozen years ago, 
being capable of cutting through steel bars. 
Furthermore, the laborious method of turn- 
ing them out by hand has been superseded 
recently by a machine which produces them 
ata cost of 19 cents aplece. 

Electricity is employed also. for pomias 
teeth. To the battery are attached three 
wires. Twoofthem have handles atthe 
end, while the third ts attached to the for- 
ceps. The patient grasps the handles, the 
electricity is turned on suddenly.and the den- 
tist simultaneously appiles his forceps to the 
tooth. The instant the tooth is touched, it, 
as well as the surrounding „ berome 
insensible to pain. A jerk, and it is out.

AUCKARSWARD’S  DRUM-LIKR

Julian Hawthorae has left for Kingston, 
Jamaica, with the avowed intention of make 
ing it bis headquarters, and from there tak- 
ing excursions to the old haunts of Spanish - 
main pirates and tothe Sargasso Sea treas- 
ure-house of derelicts and the only terra im- 
cognita left for the foot of man to explore. 

‘The Sargasso Sea is that portion of the 
mid-Atlantic east of the cast of Florida, 
about the center of the triangle between the 
Azores, the Canaries and Cape Verde 
Islands. It covers an area of fifteen dearees 
of north latitude and ten degrees of west 
longitude—a space seven times the area of 
France and larger than the whole basin of 
the Mississippl. Few ships ever pass near 
this unknown sea. Along its borders the 
great currents of the Atlantic meet and turn 
and swirl, forming great seaweed meadows 
as far as the eye can reach. 

Columbus himself skirted along the margin 
of this great floating continent of debris and 
seaweed, and he it was who named it the 
Sargasso Sea. The center of the Sargasso 
Sea has been supposed to be a dead region of 
almost. perpetual calm, without currents. 
The predominating vegetation is the fucus 
hatans. 

The only man who is reported to have at - 
tempted a visit tothe heart of the Sargasso 
Sea is a Danish naturalist who died twenty 
years ago in poverty. In June, 1870, so the 
tale goes, he was on a wrecking schooner 
from Madeira Inagua, and on the voyage me 
vessel skirted the banks. The sight so fas- 
einated him that he began devising ap- 
paratus for overcoming the obstruction of 
seaweed, varnestly telieving that an ex- 


ploration would settle the question of the 
island of St. Borondon if not that of the lost 
Atlantics, 

In 1871. while botanizing on one of the 
West India islands, he met an eccentric Ea- 
giishman named Lisle, owner of a steam 
yacht. Mr. Lisle became interested in the 
subject, and after making preparations, the 
yacut started for the unknown sea.
